According to Vr. Murphy’ 3 informant, ALGER HlSfr-and LAWRENCE DUGGAN/^'';, 
were very close friends, and the allegation is that when these people were let,-../*'., 
out of the State Department or resigned, ALGFR HISS called or wrote IXJGGAN and 
requested a position for these people, the insinuation being that HISS prac- . 

tically forced these people on DUGGAN, and again insinuating that if DUGGAN did 
not hire these people HISS, through his high connections with the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace, would cut off the Institute of Education’s funds 
from the Carnegie Foundation. 

Hr. Murphy advised that if there is any basis for the fact that the 
Institute of Education does receive funds from the Carnegie Foundation, there is 
a possibility there may be some grain of truth in the above allegations; further, 
that if so, the possibility exists that there may be some correspondence in the 
files of the Institute of Education which might have some bearing on ALGER HISS 
and possibly of u3e to the retrial of this case.

This teletype also states that MAXIM LIEFER is alleged to have married 
IRMA COHEN in 1924 and was divorced from her in 1932; that IRMA COHEN was bor fi 
in New York City on April 10, 1905, and is the daughter of EMANUEL C. COHEN^/ . ' 
who resides or has offices at 1295 Madison Avenue, New York City. 



On this date the writer interviewed VAZZANA, who, it will be recalled, 
was on<y of the investigators employed by the law firm of Cravath, Swaine and 
Moore £^who represented CHA U BFRS during the latter part of 1948 on behalf of 
Time/ Inc. VAZZANA stated that he had made this information available to the 
HCUA and that the farm in Bucks County he had reference to was the Summer cot- 
tage which had been rented in 1935 by VAX LIE$TR and V/HITTAKER CHAMBERS.
